The year of allotment shall be determined ad-hoc 
in consultation with the Union Public Service 
Commission and the State Government: 

Provided that the year of allotment of an officer so 
arrived at shall be limited to the year to which 
his immediate senior in the Sikkim State 
Forest Sei^icc, who is selected to the Indian 
Forest Service Cadre of Sikkim at its initial 
constitution obtains. 

(b) Tn respect of Indian Forest Service Officers borne 
on the cadres/Joint Cadres of other States, ap¬ 
pointed to the Cadre of Sikkim on transfer: 
Officer shall retain their original year of allot¬ 
ment and for purpose of their inter-se-seniority 
they shall be governed by the provision of 
rule 6.”
